Dear Mr. Newman, 


You will have long since received 
my cable in reply to yours, which I found on my desk 
this morning. I need hardly tell you what a tremen¬ 
dous shock it was to me to hear of the sudden death 
of Burdette. It was not simply because we were so 
happily associated in business over here, but it was 
much rather the loss of a dear and valued inend. i 
relied on his judgement, as you know, and we had 
worked together so amicably for so many years without 
ever having the slightest shade of disagreement be¬ 
tween us, that I considered him as really one of my 
closest friends quite apart from the business angle. 

It leaves me very much the poorer, not in the finan¬ 
cial sense of course, but in the much more valued 
relationships of life. I had no idea ox coarse that 
there was anything the matter with him and in fact, 

I had a cheery letter from him only a few days ago, 
to which I had delayed replying, partly owing to my 
having been away and partly to the arctic conditions 
in my office which have made things very difficult 
the last few weeks. As I said in my cable, I wanted 
you to express my deepest sympathy to Mary, who will 
I know, feel his loss even more^possibly, than I shall. 

I am sorry to have had to burden you 
with the procuring of a wreath from us, but I did want 
some token of our sympathy to acco npany him on his last

journey. If you will let me know what I owe you for 
this, I will either obtain Bank of England permission 
to remit it, or if this is difficult I can make 
arrangements for the amount to he settled from Switzer¬ 
land. 


Again as I mentioned in my cable, if 
you consider that it would he desirable for me to come 
over I am prepared to do this. I do not know of course 
any details of his testamentary wishes hut I always 
gathered from him that Mary was to he the principal 
legatee and it may he that she would need some advice. 
You are hest judge of what is desirable and I of course 
leave the whole matter to your judgement. From the 
financial angle the accounts as between the tv/o of us 
are fortunately not involved or difficult to straighten 
out. There is the Horace consignment which will require 
to he settled in due course, and apart from that, there 
is a balance in his favour on^ the current account, but 
not a very large one, so that"as far as I can foresee 
there will he no difficulty in arriving at a settlement 
when the time is ripe. I thought you would like to 
know this, and of course I can supply you with all 
necessary figures in due course. 

May I say how grateful I am to you 
for letting me know so quickly, and if you can spare 
the time, I should he very glad to have any further 
details you would like to give me.

Dear Leonard* 

Mr. Johnson’s death has been a very difficult realization for me. 

I have lost a very close friend, and the suddenness of it makes the 
shock all the more. I felt very sorry for him because he had 
planned to go to England this summer and to carry on the pleasant 
relationship which he had with you for many, many long years. 

He was buried with his parents here in St. Louis in the manner he 
had indicated. Although his life was rather complete he did not 
have long enough to enjoy the fruite of hie many years of exception¬ 
ally hard work. 

George Gassier and I are his executors. His will left his home and 
a two-family apartment to Mary Cruzan. There are bequests of about 
$15,000.00 to friends and relatives and the balance of the estate 
goes one-half to Mary Cruzan and the other one-half to Mary Sheffield, 
of Cleveland, Ohio', who is a first cousin. 

Apparently Mr. Johnson had not been feeling too well during the past 
few months as he seemed to have reviewed with Mary Cruzan everything 
he wanted done in case of his death. He had not seen a doctor but 
acted drowsy and over-fatigued on many occasions. His death was 
caused by a rupture of hie aorta which, I believe, is called an 
"aneurysm'*. 

There are a great many problems with respect to his estate which we 
will have to face and, temporarily, the great bulk of them are legal 
ones. Under his will he authorized the business to be carried on, 
and we are getting permission to do so. How extensive those opera¬ 
tions will be is hard to say at this time. As you know, he had a 
substantial quantity of merchandise on consignment from others and 
I believe it will be neoessary to return these consignments to the 
owners. This will not take place for a while because of the detail 
involved, but if there is any way in which we might arrange for your 
company to handle this merchandise or portions thereof, I know Mr. 
Johnson would have wanted me to do everything in order to do so. 

The difficulty, of course, is the exchange controls. If you have 
any suggestions as to any procedure we might undertake to secure 
portions of these consignments for you I would appreciate hearing

from you. Of course, Mr. Johnson had a stock of merchandise on 
hand which will in due course be subjeot to disposition. There is 
nothing to be done about that now other than to sell it in the 
United States in the ordinary course of business and not to make 
any bulk disposition thereof. 

The wreath which you asked me to arrange for was duly taken care of. 
Please do not concern yourself about the payment for it for the 
present, 

I wi 3 h to thank you for your willingness to come over to America 
and I believe for the present it will be best to await developments. 
There is nothing which can be done rapidly in probate administrations, 

as you know. 

I believe that you have certain checks of Mr. Johnson which you were 
currently cashing in order to send coins to this country. Please 
return these, but if you wish some American funds for that purpose 
we will be glad to consider your request. My own notion of the 
matter is that unless the American funds are used for coins at a 
great bargain they should not be used. I have a distinct feeling 
that the coin market here has slipped considerably, as have retail 
sales, the stock market, and other business. 

I often think of you and the difficulties you and your countrymen 
are having. It seems as though you have more unsellable problems 
on hand now than you deserve. We are warm and comfortable and 
apparently spend our time planning expeditions to Northern Canada 
and the South Pole in order to enjoy the cold. You apparently have 
the cold on hand and are hoping to enjoy the coal. 

You will note from the above letterhead my office address. 

I hope you continue to be successful, and I know it was Mr. Johnson's 
wish that you would continue to be. You will of course get every 
cooperation from me and I know you will reciprocate.

Dear Eric, 


I am so grateful for your kind letter of 
March 10th. with all the details you give me about 
Burdette's sudden end, as also regarding the provisions 
of his will. It is very good of you to "put me in the 
picture", as the Army expression goes. It is equally 
difficult for me to realize that Burdette has gone, and 
I sometimes feel it is only a bad dream, for in the 
normal course of events it was to be expected that our 
pleasant partnership would have lasted for many years 
more, and I know how interested, and indeed pleased, he 
was with this London venture. The one ray of consolation 
is that his end came so suddenly; I can imagine no man 
to whom it would have been more of a torture to have to 
endure a long-drawn illness. 

It is indeed fortunate that, through the 
vicissitudes of Army life, Mary Oruzan was able to spend 
those many weeks with him so recently, as it not only 
gave him much pleasure, but also he was able to brief her 
in case anything happened to him. I believe I also have 
met Mary Sheffield if she formerly lived in or near 
Evanston, Illinois. 

I can well imagine that there are many 
problems to tackle before you and Mr. G-essler can see 
your way clear ahead. And Probate administration - in 
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all countries - always takes time. It is interesting 
to know that the business will he carried on, and I 
agree with you that the estate will be Tar better 
served if the stock is disposed of in the normal course 
of business rather than if liquidated quickly in bulk. 
Regarding your suggestion of my handling the Brand 
merchandise either in whole or in part, I think that, 
in spite of exchange controls, it is quite possible 
that I could handle certain portions of it, as also 
some portions of the Company’s stock, more advantageously 
in Europe than you could in America. I refer partic¬ 
ularly to the following series:- 

Ancient Greek and Roman 
English, Irish, Scottish, Anglo-Gallic 
Portuguese and Brazilian 
Swiss and French 

Large 10 ducat pieces in the finest condition. 

I have a market for all these series in Switzerland 
and Sweden - both countries with "hard” currencies - 
and my proposition would be to transport selected 
portions to Switzerland and sell them there against 
Swiss francs which can be readily converted into 
dollars. This would not contravene existing British 
Finance Regulations, as the whole transaction would 
take place outside the country. In addition, in the 
latest communication I have received from the Import 
Licensing Department of the 3oard of Trade, the 
probability of granting me a Bulk Import Licence for 
coins to be re-exported is foreshadowed. This would

tie up with the Bulk Export Licence I already hold, 
and even make it possible to handle some of these 
transactions through London. 

I admit this is looking ahead, but it 
answers your question, and may prove oi’ use to you in 
some of your decisions. I agree with you that a visit 
at the moment would be premature, but if in due course 
you consider allowing me to handle any merchandise 
along the lines suggested above, l think you will agree 
that a visit would be of advantage to settle the details 
to the satisfaction of all parties, as well as to make 
the necessary selection. 

As suggested, I now return the unused 
cheques as follows:- 

Nos 6450 to 6454 inclusive = 5 @ #500 each. 

6456 and 6457 = 2 @ #1000 each. 

All the others shewn on the memorandum of August 24th. 
1945 have been accounted to Mr. uohnson, and shewn on 
the credit side of the various Statements ox 1 accounts 
furnished. I am preparing a Statement of the current 
account as at February 24th. 1947 which I imagine you 
will need. As regards the so-called "Horace'* consign¬ 
ment, this merchandise of course belongs to Mr. pohnson 
and has been treated as still "on consignment'*, though 
I have sent quarterly returns shewing what had been 
sold out of it. The reason for treating it as "on 
consignment" in its entirety is in order to await the 
decision of the British Government on the convertibility 
of Sterling for current transactions. If as is believed 
this decision will be promulgated in Pune next, I shall 
endeavour to bring it in as a current transaction, since 
none of it has been actually shewn as "bought" by the 
London Company. In accordance with Burdette's wish, 
frequently expressed, the proceeds of these sales have 
been ploughed back into other coins, as he was most 
insistent that the sterling should not be kept in the 
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3ank "but that his interests should be safeguarded by¬ 
re-investment in coins, since a change in the dollar- 
sterling parity would be reflected in the value of the 
coins. Thus when the time comes,the actual cash can 
be realised by sales of coins. 

As to funds for the purpose of sending 
coins to America, I do not require any at the moment 
as there is still a credit balance in Mr. oohnson's 
favour which can oe so utilised. And besides I imagine 
that you would prefer to straighten out the present 

ir if th< Company before making further purchases, 
and I shall await your further instructions on this 
point before shipping anything. That is why when I 
had a chance to cancel the sale to the St. Louis 
Company of two S. American gold coins Mr. Johnson had 
agreed to buy, I did so (by cable) as I did not want 
to embarass you. I agree with you that the coin market 
has slipped in your country but I think this applies 
more to a group of New York dealers who had inflated 
prices of U.S. coins beyond all reason. I do not think 
this applies in like measure to non-U.S. coins, and the 
market here, which never showed such spectacular rises, 
has equally not been influenced in any downward direction, 
especially as there has never been any real demand here 
for rare U.S. coins. 

I am very grateful to you for arranging 
for the wreath, which I shall be glad to settle for with 
you in due course. And I am so grateful to you for your 
kind interest in my business; now that Burdette has 
gone I do value this more than I can say, and you may 
count on my whole-hearted co-operation with you. I see 
no reason why the business here should not continue to 
be successful; ever since „oy move to Piccadilly there 
has been an upward tendency in the volume of business 
transacted, and an expansion of new accounts. 

I apologize for the length of this letter, 
but I felt I ought to write as fully and as frankly as

of your well-known banks. This, as you see, is already 
quite a good start and there are many other lines of 
approach I can discuss with you* also.

With regard to the coins belonging to 
Mr. Johnson’s estate, it is difficult for me to give 
you any advice at long range, as it really is necessary 
for me to have a better idea of .'hat material is 
available. Broadly speaking, I would suggest that the 
U.S. coins should be sold in the U.S. possibly the 
South American also, whilst the European coins should 
be sold over in this part of the world. Provided 
that payment is made in U.S. dollars, I should imagine 
that your Treasury would have no objections, the only 
complication arising being the need for an export 
licence for gold coins. This takes a little time, as 
I know already, but is not usually refused. 

I quite understand all the complications 
that arise in Probate matters, and that these things 
cannot be hurried, so that think my suggestion of 
coming over in mid-July is probably the best one that 
can be made, and once I have seen the material I shall 
be able to give you further advice.

I have nor/ heard from my customer v/ith regard 
to the Swiss coins and unfortunately he is much 
disappointed in the material offered. He says he

Dear Sirs, 

I have very carefully examined the FRANCIS I 
triple testoon and although it does look worn I am 
afraid that after detailed axamination it proves 
to he undoubtedly a forgery. I do not know what the 
history of the coin is hut hy sheer coincidence I 
have discovered that this coin was submitted some 
time hack to The Bibliotheque Nationale, who, after 
very careful investigation also came to the conclusion 
that it was false. In the circumstances, and until 
further light can he shown on the piece, I am afraid 
that it must he considered at least doubtful, if not 
worse. I admit ^hat it is difficult to imagine why 
a forger should go to the trouble of cutting a die 
to strike one specimen, hut as you know,the ways of 
forgers are beyond any explanation of ours. 

There are two main considerations which condition 
my judgment. One is the surface which is anything 
hut good and the other is* the extremely poor style of 
the lettering which is most unusual for coins of that

period since French coinage was much under the 
influence of the Renaissance and usually the 
lettering is very much Letter.

As from September 12th the system of Licensing for the 
Import of books has been re-introduced and although 
I do not think I shall have any difficulty in obtaining 
the Licence, it is absolutely essential for me to have

a list of the books you will be sending together with 
the price of each volume or set, so that I may apply 
for the Import Licence*, and the books must not be 
dispatched until I have been able to send the number of 
such Licence. 

I am agreeable to your suggestion of selling the 
library to me for #1,000.00 but crediting against that 
price the various sums obtained for those books you will 
be selling in the U.S. 

As regards Becker, The Counterfeiter, the book 
is out of print over here and I should rather like to 
have this copy for my own library, but if your friend 
is really insistent I expect that I shall come across 
a copy at a sale one of these days, and I shall not 
very much mind letting it go. I am very sorry to 
give you all this trouble with regard to the books 
but I just cannot help myself; of course I had no 
knowledge that the situation would alter. 

I am grateful to you for the copy of letters to 
and from Mrs. Allen. Apparently I made quite a good 
impression on both of them when I spent the evening with 
them. 

I am sure you must be glad that the weather is 
cooler as I did feel for you knowing from the papers 
what tremendous heats you have had.
